2  medium  size  yellow  onions 

1  10  oz  package  mozarella  cheese  shredded 

IV2  cup  of  sour  cream  or  dressing 

V2  cup  of  milk 

V4  cup  of  water 

1  teaspoon  of  parsley  flakes 
salt  and  pepper  to  taste 

Wash  and  peel  potatoes,  and  prepare 
onions.  Shred  potatoes  and  onions  with  a 
coarse  grate.
